Bad Weather East 
of the Rockies. 


Losses Around Pitts- 
burgh in Millions. 


Ohio River Above Danger Line 
and Distress Great. 


Conditions the Worst Known 
So Late in the Spring—

[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 
ITTSBURGH (Pa.,) April 21.— 
A widespread and most de- 
structive storm, from a mate. 
rial point of view, has passed. It 
hae left a zone of ruin 200 miles in 
diameter. It was unusual in that it 
possessed so many different fea- 
tures. Cities seventy miles from 
Pittsburgh were tied up by one of 
the worst snowstorms ever known, 
While the snowfall was from 18 
inches to 3 feet deep, which is not 
extraordinary, the snow was so wet 
that it clung in weighty masses to 
shade and fruit trees and electric 
wires and poles, bearing them to 
the earth. It settled on steam and 
street railways like wet sand, stop- 
ping all traffic and making walking 
almost impossible.

The Westingbouse Electric Company 
had two carloads of finished material 
on the tracks near Turtle Creek.

WORST IN SIXTY YEARS. 


CONDITIONS AROUND ERIE, PA. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 

ERIE (Pa.,) April 21.—The snow- 
storm of Friday night and Saturday 
and the sleet storm of Saturday night 
were the worst known here in sixty 
years. There is twelve inches of snow 
on the level, and during Saturday 
nearly every trolley line in the city 
was knocked out. Traffic was resumed 
irregularly today. 

Today, rain has been falling. It 
will teke a week to put the grounds 
in shape. The report tonight from 
Rochester is that the Ohio has over- 
flowed its banks, and a considerable 
portion of the city lying south of the 
Fort Wayne Ralliroad tracks is sub- 
merged. The river is still rising, and 
a steady downpour of rain continues. 
The loss to the various manufecturing 
plants located along the river front 
will be heavy. Extra forces of men 
are patroling the railroad tracks, on 
the lookout for landslides. 

At Beaver Falls, Pa., the damage by 
the flood and storm was considerable, 
and several squares in the north end 
of the town were converted into a 
lake. At Ninth avenue and Twenty- 
second and Twenty-third streets, the 
houses are standing in two and three 
feet of water. At one place a wedding 
was to have taken place, and the driver 
had to wade to the house of the par- 
ticipants and carry them to the car- 
riage in his arms, so they could go to 
the church for the ceremony. 

Two large landsiides have taken 
place on the lines of the River View 
Street-car Company, and no cars ran 
all day. 

The first direct communication from 
Washington, Pa., tonight says: “Char- 
tres Creek is a raging torrent, and has 
overfiowed its banks in hundreds of 
places. All traffic on the Chartres road 
is blocked by the bridges being washed 
away, and landslides, and the Baiti- 
more and Ohio is seriously crippled. 
Waynesburg is isolated, and many 
houses there are flooded.” 

The report from Steubenville, O.,. 
says: “The Ohio reached its flood stage 
this evening, but at the twenty-nine- 
foot mark began to recede. The flood 
has wrought great damage to property 
here. At Mingo Junction the big plant 
of the National Stee] Company is idle 
because of high water which flooded 
the pits, etc., and about two hundred 
and fifty families were rendered home- 
less. In thig city the paper mill, port 
works and iron works are shut down 
on account of the high water, and fully 
fifty families were compelled to move 
from their homes.” 

At Aticanna about twenty houses 
were wrecked. Reports from up-river 
points received at Pittsburgh up to 10 
o'clock p.m. are meager, but for the 
most part are encouraging. Oil City 
is the only place on the Allegheny River 
where the water is rising.

The traffic on the city street-car lines 
continued to be badly crippled all 
day, as a result of the deep snow and 
slush on the tracks. So heavy is the 
snow and siush in many places that 
the most powerful sweepers became 
stalled in it.

has given the world three names 
that are imseparably linked to- 
gether and are destined to live in the 
annals of gold mining. Cripple Creek, 
Strattog’s Independence mine and Win- 


field Scott Stratton. The richness of the 
ores in Stratton’s Independence mine 


first won general recognition for the | 


Cripple Creek region as a permanent 
camp, and Stratton, who first saw the 
great possibilities there, has since be- 
come its acknowledged bonanza king. 

The sudden winning of a great for- 
tune in the mines is always a story of 
thrilling interest. It is especially so 
when the winner is elevated to his 
good fortune from comperative pov- 
erty. n he has overcome seemingly 
impossible obstacles by the exercise of 
gifts and the seizing of opportunities 
that are in a measure the common 
property of all mankind, no chapter of 
man’s achievement surpasses it as an 
incentive to effort. 

Mr. Stratton’s wonderful success is 
based upon old and well-known prin- 
ciples. He arrived in Cripple Creek 
on June 6, 1891. On July 4 he located the 
Independence and Washington mines. 
The public as soon as it heard of the 
discovery which made him a multimil- 
lionaire in twenty-eight days regarded 
this as luck pure and simple. No ac- 
count is taken of the two years of dis- 
couragement and struggle before the 
claim developed into a mine, nor of 
the long years of preparation that pre-

| veteran prospector, an expert metal- 
lurgist and a capable mine manager. 
In April, 1891, his regular annual 
tour led him to Cheyenne Mountain 
after cryolite. The trip was a failure, 
as usual. He returned to Colorado 
Sprines, but soon left for Cripple Creek. 
He was an early comer, but not the 
first, though the first to find gold by 
means of the blowpipe. This discovery 
was made on the Lone Star claim on 
Gold Hill, near the present Anaconda 
property. “Dick” Wooten, the Indian 
scout and one of the founders of the 
camp, had located the claim, and it 
wes he who moved his stakes suffi- 
ciently to enable Stratton, W. H. Goudy 
and J. R. McKinney to locate the Gold 
King. in which Stratten had a con- 
| trolling interest. The mine was after- 
| ward put into a stock company, and 
Mr. Stratton sold his interest in it. 
Just before making this discovery he 
had packed his burro and was ready 
to leave Crinple Creek as a “fake” 
camp, as hundreds had already done. 
His blowpipe thus laid the foundation 
of his fortune and established Crip- 
ple Creek. 
FIRST SUCCESSFUL VENTURE. 
It was at about this time that the 
indomitable mine hunter turned to 
the Wilson Creek district, tracing float 
|/ to the top of Raven Hill, only to find 
a claim alreadv staked. In company 
with F. A. Troutman and William 
Furnay, he established the Lega! Ten- 
der mine, which was finally given to 
some prospectors who happened tc pass 
‘that way. This mine, like the Gold 
} King, eventually beca very produc- 
itive. Furnay and Troutman became 
| discouraged and returned to Colorado 
Springs, but Stratton Jens and 
a few days later located the Indepen- 
' dence and the Washington mines, near 
which he had found float, assays from 
which received some time afterward 
showed $354 a ton in gold values. The 
situation, however, was perplexing. Mr. 


The preparation 
was thorough and costly, the buffetings 
in the echool of experience were most 
severe.

BEGINNING LIFE AS A CARPEN- 


Winfield Scott Stratton was born in 
Jeffersonville, Ind., July 22, 1848. He 
was the only son in a family of nine 
children of Myron and Mary Halstead 
Siratton. From his Beotch-German an- 
cestry he inherited qualities of charac- 
ter that successfully equ pped him for 
the struggie of life. He, like his father, 
became a skilled carpenter. The Weat 
atracted him soon and he set out for 
in in August, 1872. Colorado Springs 
hed just been projected, and contrac- 
tors and builders were in demand there. 
In two years he had accumulated $3000 
and was thus ready for his first min- 
ing experience. His opportunity came 
soon.

Stratton was then without money, and 
the proposition before him was difi- 
cult in many ways. The territory had 

abandoned by the few prospec- 
tors who had taken claims there as 
being outside the. gold belt. He was left 
completely alone and was called the 
“Hermit of Battle Mowntain.” It was 
the Washington which first gave him 
hope. A year after its discovery it was 
sold for $80,000, of which sum $10,000 
was paid in cash. The purchasers failed 
to meet the next payment, however, 
and suffered the mine to revert to 
its former owner, while the $10,000 re- 
ceived from the sale relieved Strat- 
ton's financia] embarrassments and led 
to vigorous development of the Inde- 
pendence mine. was siow, but 
the mine became a producer first in 
1893, and by January, 18M, its product 
had reached $60,000. 

The making of the Independence 
mire called forth all the admirable 
qualities in Mr. Stratton’s character 
and illustrated the thoroughness of his 
mining knowledge. In the uncertain 
two years ending in 1893 his faith in his 
mine and in Cri him to 
acquire adjoining properties until he 
owned 150 acres in a compact body. 
The territory feature of a great mine 
was thus settled. Beginning with the 
first shipments in 1893, outputting was 
done only where necessary. to sink 
shafts and extend lateral workings. 
The product of the mine up to May 1, 
1899, when he sold it to Stratton's In- 
dependence Company of London, lim- 
ited, for $10,000,000 cash, was $4,590,000. 
of which $2,500,000 were net profits. The 
ore reserves then were $7,500,000, and 
the cost of mining this ore was placed 
at 35 per cent. This. it will be noted. 
was greatly in excess of the product 
of the mine for ihe eight years it was 
owned by Mr. Stratton. To accumu- 
late this vast reserve all the ore bodies 
opened up were left untouched, and 
the development of the mine was made 
to pay ite way from ores necessarily 
removed. In 18% the mine was the 
best equipped in Colorado, the machin- 
ery being especially designed for it 
and capable of sinking the workings to 
2000 feet. The ehafts and all the work- 
ings were scientifically wrought, and 
no expense was spared to build the 
mine after the most approved plan. 

A MINE LIKE A FAIRY GROTTO. 

When it was completed no such 
spectacle could be seen in any other 
mine on earth. For miles along its 
walls syivanite, free gold, wire gold, 
and all other combinations of the yei- 
low metal glittered in the electric light 
as the favored visitor walked past. The 
product had already made the owner 
a millionaire. but here were multiplied 
millions of dollars stored up and read 
for extraction. 

The unmaking of the mine began 
when the new owners determined to 
reap 40 per cent. per annum on the in- 
vestment. In eighteen months the mine 
was gutted of $4,500,000 by this proc- 
essa sum equal to eight years’ pre- 
vious production. Dividends amounting 
to $3,000,000 were pocketed and not a 
doliar was expended in development. 
Although $2,300,000 of deposits are yet 
in sight, capable of paying $1,000,000 
edditional dividends, the mine and the 
camp have been brought into disfa- 
vor, although the 75 per cent. of un- 
touched ground and the deep-mining 
experiment now being tried may bring 
it back to ite former greatness. 

The get-rich-quick spirit was never 
a part of Mr. Stratton'’s composition. 


In 1895 the ore reserve in this mine 
exceeded the output for the entire 


camp that year, and his monthly out- 
put for the year was 650 tons, or $48,750. 
MANY RICH INVESTMENTS. 

Mr. Stratton early became a heavy 
investor in various Cripple Creek prop- 
erties. The Independence represented 
perhaps less than half of his posses- 
sions. He, acquired a sixth interest in 
the Port . which adjoins the Inde- 
pendence, and from this he has realized 
$581,180 in dividends up to date. The 
property, according to stock quota- 
tions, is worth today nearly $1,750,000. 
He was the Portland's first president, 
and successfullv launched it on its ca- 
reer. In the past year has has bought 
groups of mines in various parts of 
the camp, particularly on Bull Hill, 
adjoining his John A. n and 
Eagle mines and in Poverty Guich. 
These he owns entirely, so that he is 
still the greatest individual mine- 
owner in Cripple Creek. 

Much of his wealth is bei invested 
in Colorado Springs realty. His corners 
on the principal business streets, which 
generally include whole biocks, have 
cost him probably $350,000. He is also 
largely interested in the Colorado 
Springs and Cripple Creek District 
Rallroad,-and outside of Colorado he 
is interested in mines and mining en- 
terprises in us States and Terri- 
tories. 
JUDGMENT OF HUMAN NATURE. 

Mr. Stratton is of medium height, 
of spare build and thoughtful features. 
His hair, which formerly was light, has 
become tinged with gray, while his 
eyes are a peculiar biue. They look 
Straight at you in conversation, are 
penetrating and ald an expert judge 
of human nature in his selection of 
Heutenants, many of whom are re- 
quired in assisting in varied and ab- 
sorbing enterprises. Of a naturally re- 
tiring disposition. Mr. Stratton is 
averse to notoriety, and he is too busy 
to lend an ear to rumors about him- 
self. He is a prodigious worker and 
personally looks after the bulk of his 
important business. 

is benefactions to the families of 

the miners employed by him have 
been numerous, and in the aggrecate 
important. He has interested himself 
in their educational and _ religious 
wants, while in various ways aesist-. 
ing them in other directions. His re- 
sponses to appeals from the entire 
camp have been liberal, he is a gener- 
ous giver to the Associated Charities 
of Colorado Springs and other local en- 
terprises. A few years ago he rewarded 
his coachman with $1000 for averting a 
runaway on the part of his spirited 
team.

DISCRIMINATION. 

Los Angeles having passed 
through the primitive stage of pastoral 
life, when hides and wool and tallow 
were exchanged for “Yankee notions,” 
brought around the Horn in an occa- 
sional sailing vessel, through the sub- 
sequent marvelous development of a 
great horticultural industry, and the 
still more recent opening up of great 
deposits of fuel ofl, may now look for- 
ward with confidence to the inaugura- 
tion of an era cf commerce and manu- 
facture. Indeed. we may justly claim 
that this era hae already fairly com- 
menced. Thanks to the abundant sup- 
ply of cheap fuel, in the shape of pe- 
troleum, the manufacturing industry 
of Los Angeles has already assumed 
gréat importance, although nothing as 
yet in comparison with the develop- 
ment that we may safely anticipate 
along thie line within the next few 


worlds to conquer. Among the sections 


Bakersfield, a section marvelously 
rich in natural resources, extending 
for a distance of over 100 miles from 
north to south and fifty miles from 
east to west, an area of 5000 square 
miles, equal to that of the State of 
Connecticut. More than half of this 
rich territory is nearer to Los Angeles 
than to San Francisco, yet all of it 
is grossly discriminated against by the 
railroad companies, as between Los 
Angeles and fan Francisco. 

The Los Angeles jobbers are charged 
at the present time from 40 to 80 per 
cent. more than the San Francisco 
jobbers for the same distance into the 
valley. To Bakersfield, for example, 
the Los Angeles rate ie 9% cents a 
ton-mile, first class (that is to say, 9% 
cents for every mile a ton is carried:) 
while San Francisco pays only 5.2 cents, 
The general average on all clarees 
from Los Angeles to Bakersfield is 
8.3 cents per ton-mile for Los Angeles, 
as against 45 cents for San Fran- 
cisco.

investigation. It is not customary on 
any of the great railroads of the United 
States to charge freight in proportion 
to the grade of the road. In a circu- 
lar recently issued by che Jobbers’ As- 
scciation of Los Angeles is the follow- 
ing on this eubject: 

“Most of the commodities in question 
originate in the East, and merely pass 
the jcbbing cinters to be re- 
handied and distributed. Goods that 
originate on the Coast, canned stuffs, 
for example, the valley can cupply 
Without importing. Now these articles 
which are shipped from the East come 
almost exclusively either by the Santa 
Fé route or by the Sunset division of 
the Southern Pacific. Few of the fan 
Francisco merchants ship over the cen- 
tral rou‘es. So these varied commodities 
which the San Francisco merchant is 
shipping down into the valley have al- 
ready climbed the pass once, and they 
certainly do not climb it any more 
when they are shipped in from Los An- 

les. If the railway were dispozed to 
avor either one place or the other, it 
would seem more logical to favor Los 
Angeles, for then it would merely have 
to carry the goods through that city, 
and from there direct on to the point of 
destination in the valley; whereas now 
it hauls them clear to fan Francisco and 
back, nu for the opera- 
tion. grade and all, than it would re- 


ceive for the shorter distance. In the 
long run, ‘noreover, somebody has to 


pay for the wasted labor—doubtless the 
people in the valley on their local rates. 

“Anether. and perhapr a clearer evi- 
dence of the insincerity of the grade 
argument, appears in the failure of 


the railroads to charge San Francisco 


with the expense of climbing the grade 
on points south and east of Los Ange- 


les and between Los Angeles and the 


grade. The freight rate from Los An- 
geles to Arizona points and the rate 


from San Francisco to the same points 


is practically the same figure although 


the latter city has to make 480 miles of 


distance more than Los Angeles, and 
to climb the grade in the bargain. 
Thies is a mysterious form of eleva- 
tion, in fact, which counts as a great 
a mg when it lies between Los An- 
geles and the San Joaquin Valley, but 
which flattens out to a dead leve! when 
San Francisco has occasion to go down 
to the southern country” 

The most striking: refutation of this 
argument has, however. been provided 
by the Southern Pacific Company - 
self, in its rate schedule, issued within 
the past few days, for the new coag 
line of the company. In this case the 
division of rates between Los Angeles 
and San Francisco is made exactly half 
way, at San Luis Obispo, and this not- 
withstanding the fact that the grades 
between San Luiz Clispo and San 
Francisco are much heavier, longer and 
more difficult than the Tehachepi. Con- 
sequently, if the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany would be consistent, it would 
have given Los Angeles commercial 


pterritory much further north than San 


Luis Obispo. 
The truth of the matter undoubtedly 


is that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany remembering the work accom- 
plished five years ago by the Traffic 
Association under Mr. Leeds, is afraid 
of the influence of the San Francisco 
merchants, many of whom still appear

The large industrial works through- 
out entire State are rapidly adopt- 
ing oll as a fuel, and there is no doubt 
that the home demand for fuel oil in 
California will exceed the supply for 
many years to come.

Practically all the ofl produced in 
California is a heavy fuel oll with an 
asphalt base ranging from 12 deg.

Endeavors Keep the Los Angeles Public Market 


If the City Council persists in its 
determination to remove the public 
market from its present location at 
Ninth and Los Angeles streets to any 
other place, it will do so over the ob- 
jJections of those most vitally inter- 
ested, the stall holders, and of hun- 
dreds of other men, who have business 
to transact at the market. The last 
time the matter was under considera- 
tion by the municipal lawmaking body, 
the removal was ordered: but the mar- 
ket men will make one more deter- 
mined effort to prevent such a change. 

When the City Council meets this 
morning there will be presented a pro- 
test against the proposed change, bear- 
ing the signatures of about 150 persons. 
The protest will express the views of 
all the market men. In its prepara- 
tion it has not been attempted to get 
up a huge petition bearing hundreds 


consideration by members of the City 
Council, 

At the outset the petition recites that 
that the market has been in its pres- 
ent location for five years or more, and 
some of the petitioners have been en- 
gaged in business there during that 
entire time. They have built up trade 
and have acquired the good will of nu- 
merous customers, which is very val- 
uable to them. If the market is moved, 
they say, the effect will be practically 
to destroy what they have achieved in 
the past and will compel them to begin 
anew in their efforts to secure regular 
customers. It is further stated that

and business thereat are exceed- 


ingly ankious to have the market con- 
tinued at its present site. The only 
persons who have shown activity in 
the effort to have the market removed 
to some other site are those who desire

As to the financial feature, the mar- 
ket men assert that since the market 
has occupied the present site the net 
profits from it to the city, over and 
above expenses, and the cost of build- 
ings has mn $3967. By adding to this 
sum the cost of the building, the mar- 
ket etill being an asset, and the cost 
of other improvements which are now 
fully worth what was paid for them,

It is reported that the Pennsylvania 
Steel Company has bought the entire 
stock of the Spanish-American Iron 
Company, thus acquiring ownership on 
April 1 of the iron mines at Daiquiri, 
Santiago de Cuba.

EOOTING OVER 
WATER RIGHTS. 


RANCHER NEAR CLAREMONT USES 
A SHOTGUN. 


Rudolf Thoerl Severely Wounded Be- 
cause He Tried to Secure Water 
Claimed by P. W. Hughes—The Lat- 
ter Arrested But Released on Bail. 


CLAREMONT, Apri! 21.—({Regular 
Correspondence.) As a result of a 
dispute over water rights, about which 
there had long been threatened troubie, 
Rudolf Thoerl, a German, who is a 
tenant on the Fulkerson ranch, was 
shot and severely wounded today by 
P. W. Hughes, the owner of the ad- 
joining property. 

Hughes had filed on certain water, 
but his title to it was disputed, and 
as a result there was not the best 
of feeling between him and others 
who desired the water. Who is really 
the owner of the water may have to 
be decided in court, but Hughes was 
in possession, and claims that it is 
his property. From time to time 
there have been diaputes over § the 
use of the water, and more than once 
one of the disputants has turned off 
the supply when another was using it. 

Today a tenayt on the Hughes ranch 
called upon Thoerl on the Fulkerson 
ranch, and told him that he i had 
turned off the water, and, it is said, 
warned him not to turn it on again. 
As soon as his visitor left, Thoerl 
started up the cafion te the place 
where the water ie diverted, intending 
to again turn it on the ranch in 
which he is interested. As to what or- 
curred in the cafion the statements of 
the opposing persons differ. Thoer! 
says that when he got to the water 
gate he saw his caliey of a short time 
before seated upon a’ little knoll near 
the gate with a shotgun across his 
knees; that without warning of any 
kind the man fired one shot at him 
and was preparing to fire another shot 
when he retreated. 

The Hughes side of the story is, In 
effect, that the German ame en- 
raged when informed that the water 
was turned o%, and when he neared 
the water gate, Hughes and his tenant 
warned him not to touch it. They 
then, they say, ordered him off the 
place, but instead of going, his mar- 
ner became threatening.

Inquest Adjourned for One Week to 
Give Time for Investigation—Murder 
Theory Not Generally Supported.
